CHAPTER 86.

AN ACT to provide a punishment for offenses
against certain real estate.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

other any cranberries, or cranberry vines growing or vioes grow-
thereon, and shall take and convert the same or auother.
any part thereof, to his own use, or the use of an-
other, he shall be deemed guilty of larceny of the
same degree as if the property so taken and con-
verted, had been severed at some previous and
different time; and shall be punished in the man-
ner provided in section 4412, of chapter 182, of the
revised statutes for 1878, for larcentes of property
of the same value.
